New York, Nov. 21.~—[Special. Five cases 
of. improper conduct toward women were 
charged by Policeman James J. Kane of the 
Central park squad against Enrico Caruso, 
the Metropolitan opera house tenor, when the 
latter was arraigned for hearing this after- 
noon before Magistrate Baker in the York- 
ville police court. 

All these, cases, it is alleged, ocourred be- 
fore the eyes of the policeman in the monkey 
house of the Central park menagerie on 
Nov. 16, the day on which Caruso was ar- 
rested on a charge of annoying “ Mrs. Han-

Mrs. Graham failed to appear at today's 
hearing. and Policeman Kane was obliged to 
admit that, so far as he knows now, there 
may not be any woman of that name in ex- 
istence. The complainant, however, did 
produce a witness in the person of Jeremiah 
McCarthy, an employé of the American 
league baseball grounds, who corroborated 
the police testimony im regard to three of the 
incidents which occurred in the monkey 
house on Nov. 16. 

This last was the most important Gevelop- 
ment of the complainant's cane, although an- 
other surprise was sprung on Caruso’s law- 
yers when it was sought to have the Mrs. 
Graham incident only one of several on 
which the charge against him is based. The 
defense had expected to go into court and

Caruso’s testimony was practically a flat 
denial of the charge against him with the 
exception that he said he did “ exchange 
glances’ with the woman who afterwards 
gave her name ag Mrs. Graham and made 
the charge against him. He seid Mra 
Graham looked at him and smiled first. He 
considered the look which she gave him as 
equivalent to an admission on the part of 
the woman that she was a woman of doubt- 
ful character.

As the gréat tenor 
stepped from his cab, off went their hats 
and up went a chorus of Bravo, bravo, 
Caruso,“ from the Italians in the crowd. A 
number of Americans sent back this answer- 
ing cheer: ‘‘ Monkey house, monkey house, 
monkey house, Caruso.“ 

With the star’ were his protector and man- 
ager, Herr Conried, who during the course of 
the proceedings made.more fuss than the ac- 
cused man himself, F. W. Sterling, the 
lawyer, and Herr Conried’s brother-in-law, 
and several of the tenor’s closest friends.

ON TRAIL OR BIG SWINDLES 


POSTOFFIGE: INSPECTORS SEEK 
CONCERNS TO RAID. 


Suspect Existence in Many Cities of 
“Underwriters” Like Those Found 
in Chicago and Milwaukee on Tues- 
day—Two More Arrests Made in 
Connection with This Alleged Gang 
and Three Men Are Still at Liberty 
— Daniels Denies Guilt. 


Persistent warfare in all parts of the United 

States will be carried om by the postoffice 
department om concerns of the type headed 
by P. Daniels, alias Cameron, of 
Milwaukee, which were raided by the federal 
officials Tuesday in Chicago and Milwau- 
kee. These concerns are alleged to have ob- 
tained more than $1,000,000 by fraudulent 
means. 
Two more of Daniels’ alleged accomplices 
were arrested yesterday, but there are three 
men still fugitives. While the officials feel 
that they have broken up the business in 
Chicago through the arrest of all the ring- 
leaders, the leads discovered in this city 
have led to the belief that similar concerns 
are preying on the investing public in all the 
big cities of the country. 


Talk with Daniels; Arrested. 
The men arrested yesterday were I. L. H. 
Holton, a broker with offices at 97 Clark 
street, and John Stirlen, a lawyer with of- 
fices in the Monadnock building. Daniels 
led to the arrest of these men unwittingly. 
He had been in conference with the federal 
officials during the morning, and shortly after 
noon left the building to meet Stirlen and 
Holton in & Wabash avenue saloon. Deputy 
Marshals Griffith and Wilmot followed him, 
and in the saloon he was joined by his two 
friends. Both men gave bonds and were re- 
leased. This eleven members of the 
gang that have been taken in. 
Daniels is a large, well dressed man, with 
a bland smile and a Hausible manner. 


Accuses His Accusers. 

“ My business has been legitimate in every 
respect,” said he. “I could have fled two. 
months ago if I had wantedto. A number of 
times men have attempted to make use ot me 
in pushing wildcat schemes to fleece small 
investors, At different times I have allowed 

myself to be used as a tool, but when the 
fraudulent character of the enterprises be- 
came known to me 1 have severed my gon- 
nection with them. Some of the men I have 
broken away from in this way are endeavor- 
ing to make trouble for me.” 

Frederick Struckmeyer, the lawyer, arrest- 
ed on Tuesday, also made the charge that 
complaining companies were themselves 
fraudulent. 

George. J.. Munro of Joliet, who was ar- 
rested Tuesday night, is in no way connected 
with George H. Munroe, the Joliet banker. 


FIRE IN APARTMENT HOUSE 
MAY CAUSE WOMAN’S DEATH. 


Fright and Exposure to Lake Avenue 
Blaze and Weather Render a Moth- 
er of Few Days II. . 


. 
Fright and exposure, which may in one 
case prove fatal, was caused several women 
yesterday morning by a fire which partly de- 
stroyed a four story apartment building’ at 
5451 and 5458 Lake avenue. 

Mrs. Charles H. Neal, the wife of a milk 
dealer, carrying her three days old child, 
tried to leave her apartments on the top floor 
of the building unassisted. Neighbors and 
firemen found her at her door with her child 
in her arms, gasping for breath in the stifling 
smoke. The two were hurried through the 
driving rain to a neighboring undertaking 
establishment, where Neal, who happened to 
be in the vicinity, found them. 

Later reports last night were that Mrs. 
Neal is in a precarious condition at the home 
of a neighbor. It was said by her physician 
she may die. 

Others who were driven into the rain were 
Mrs. J. K. Taylor, Mrs. H. J, Smith, and 
Mrs. S. J. McDonnell. Mrs. Taylor, who had 
apartments opposite those of Mrs. Neal, was 
cut off from escape by way of the stairway 
and climbed out on the fire escape and 
threatened to jump. She was quieted until 
firemen raised a ladder and helped her down. 
Then she insisted on going back into the 
building to save her pet Scotch collie. 

The saloon of James Dwyer, under which 
the fire started, was completely destroyed, 
and the stock of Mrs. Peter Pearson, a notion 
dealer at 5451, ruined. The building, which 
is of brick, is owned by the Chicago Title and 
Trust company and valued at 828.000, The 
cause of ae fire is not known.

In his letter to the board President Ritter 
called the attention of his colleagues to the 
fact that the rule adopted by the board had 
been rendered inoperative as a result of in- 
junctions obtained by parents of frat mem- 
bers restraining the board from enforcing its 
rule. 

“Principals of our high schools,“ said 
President Ritter, “ have recently renewed 
their complaints against the existence of 
secret societies in the schools; and at a re- 
cent meeting of principals and teachers of 
accredited high schools and the faculty of 
the University of Chicdgo resolutions were 
adopted calling fof action, against such or- 
ganizations. According to the attorney's 
opinion, the board is at this time free to 
act in the matter, and I would, therefore, 
recommend that the superintendent of 
schools be directed to enforce the existing 
rule against secret societies in the schools, 
which has not been enforced because of the 
action of the courts.”’ 


Maher Gives Ray of Hope. 

In his opinion Attorney Maher held out a 
ray of hope to the fraternity members. He 
said that Judge Honoré has not yet consid- 
ered the recommendation of Master in Chan- 
cery Taylor. 

There is no injunction now against the 
board of education,“ explained Attorney Ma- 
her, “restraining them from enforcing the 
rule. Theré was an application for an injunc- 
tion on behalf of a boy of the namé of Favor- 
ite, which was referred to Master in Chan- 
eery Taylor by Judge Walker. The master 
went into the matter thoroughly and found 
in our favor and recommended that the in- 
junction be denied. His report and findings 
are on file in the case, and the case is on Judge 
Honoré’s call, to be disposed of when reached. 
In the meantime the board is free to enforce’ 
the rule.“ 

The board's rule was adopted two years ago 
following a report from the public school 
principals in which their disapproval of the 
high school secret societies was expressed 
vigorously. In this report the principals held 
that the frats and sororities “‘are undemo- 
cratic in their nature, demoralizing in their 
tendencies, and subversive of gocd citizen- 
Ship.“ 

Post Report Is Deferred. 

To prevent its defeat, the board deferred 
action for two weeks on the Post report. 
When the report was presented it was seen 
that there were not enough of the radical 
members present to put it cn its passage. 
At once Trustee Post explained that he had 
no desire to attempt to rallroad“ the meas- 
ure through the board in the face of honest 
criticism. 

The committee gave wide opportunity for 
discussion of the report and its provisions,”’ 
declared Trustee Pest, but at the same time 
it has been suggested that further time be 
givem to its consideration. Not wishing to 
push the report over any criticism made in 
good faith, I readily agree to this program 
and I move that action on the report be de- 
ferred for two weeks.“ 

An effort to*reconsider the board's action 
in awarding contracts for the erection of the 
Manual Training high school was defeated. 

Thé massmeeting projected by the federa- 
tion of labor on the school board question has 
been postponed until one week from next 
Sunday. Secretary Nockels announced in- 
vitations have been iseued to Superintendent 
of Schools Cooley and Louis F. Post of the 
board of education to speak. An open debate 
also is planned as a feature of the meeting, 
which will be held at 134 Van Buren street, in 
Musicians’ hall.

Abe Ruet's chief lieutenants have turned 
against him., Myrtile Cerf and Eddie Graney 
ha ve revealed the whole Belvedere music hall 
extortion conspiracy to the grand jury. 

The Belvedere music hall is one of the 
low dives which were notorious in San Fran- 
| ‘cisco before the earthquake. Ruef compelled 
ite promoters to give him not only one-quar- 
ter of the stock but 26 per cent of its profits. 

These facts were testified to by Myrtile 
Cerf yesterday. Today Eddie Graney, the 
well known prise fight referee, who is one 
ot the proprietors of the music hall, appeared 
before the grand jury. 

After Cerf’a testimony wae read to Graney, 
and after the fight referee saw that District 
Attorney Heney had all the material facts, 
he made no attempt to withhold his own 
testimony. Me told all about Boss Ruef’s 
famous “ butting in on this rich dive graft, 
and the trouble that they had to keep him 
from demanding more than one-quarter. 

It is understood Graney explained about 
the way he paid Ruef his dividends, and as 
the books of the Crocker-Woolworth bank 
have been demanded, it is evident that Ruef 
was paid by check and that the bank ledger 
will show plainly just how much Ruef drew 
from the Belvedere. 


Small Grafters in Panic. 


Indictment of Janitor Duffy yesterday for 
perjury has put the fear of death into all 
the small grafters, and when any of them is 
called before the jury he will be pretty sure 
to tell the truth. Duffy surrendered to 
Sheriff O'Neill today while Deputy Knox 
was still looking for him. The indictment 
charges Duffy with swearing falsely at the 
Inquiry which resulted in the accusation 
against Supervisor Nicholas. Duffy failed 
‘to secure $2,500 cash bail and $600 bond for 
his release and was locked up in jail.

Attacks Buffalo Charges. 

Mr. Hill gave an interesting story of how 
he happened to bulld a Buffalo terminal 
elevator, the largest in the world, costing 
$1,200,000. 

“ Ajong our line and up to Buffalo we were 
able to keep good track of grain we shipped, 
because it went in our own care and in ships 


>| manned by our own crews and owned by us. 


But in one single instance there was reported 
to me a shipload which when weighed at 
Buffalo was 2,500 bushels short. Well, soon 
after that we built an elevator at Buffalo. 
At that time the stock of the Buffalo elevator 
pool was selling at 600. They charged 1% 
cents for unloading and & cent for shoveling. 
We included; in addition, Insurance, and 
charged for everything but % of a cent per 
bushel—a saving to the grain shippers of a 
dent a bushel. Where we handled 100,000,000 
buehele a year this meant a saving of $1,000, - 
000 a year. 

“We don't own the elevator now. We 
told a gentleman whe offered us $300,000 
more for the elevator than it cost that he 
could have it. The elevator charge, how- 
ever, is still kept down to h cent per bushel.”’ 


His Rate the Lowest. 

“We had a complaint at Milwaukee,” said 
¢re of the commissioners, that you often 
upset grain rates by changes in rates on your 
road.“ 


“We have always made a lower rate on 
carrying grain than any other road on the 
eame meridian.’ 

“Is it advantegeous rates on grain that 
have built up Minneapolis into a great center 
such as it is? 

No, Ar. It is the quality of flour which 
has built up the great trade here in milling 
wheat. I know about this and am particu- 
larly interested, because I personally cut the 
ret stencil that branded the first barrel of 
four that ever left Minneapolis. In this 
section of the country there is obtained a 
quality of hard wheat containing a large 
amount of gluten. This is particularly ad- 
vantageous to the making of patent flour.“ 

“Mr. Hill, do you own any elevator stock 
whatever?” 

“No, sir, I do not. I dd once. When Lor- 
sen, Fietcher, and others some y are oer 
wanted to erect a 100,000 bushel elevator I 
told them the need was for one of a million 
bushels capacity. I agreed to take stock 
to aid in this. When the elevator was built 
and got to paying well the original parties 
bought out my stock. 

„ want to say right here that no man in 
the Great Northern road can own any stock 
in anything along the line of the road. If 
he does he must leave my employ, even if he 
were my own son.“ 


Suggests Some Remedies. 
Mr. Hill made a plea for the better legaliz- 
ing of elevator receipts given to farmers. 
He said they should be negotiable, made as 
good as bank drafts, and that thus the farmer 
could get a free market. 

„d make the country elevator establish 
relations with the terminal elevators,’’ said 
Mr. Hill. I'd have the railroad business

P. B. Smith, president of the Minneapolis 
chamber of commerce and manager of the 
St. Anthony and Dakota Elevator company, 
in response to questions stated the chamber 
of commerce has a bureau supported by as- 
sessments which furnishes them all with 
statistical information about the markets. 
This is used to ascertain the prices which can 
be paid at varous stations along railroad 
lines where there are elevators. These prices 
are sent to but one elevator man at each sta- 
tion, and he distributes the information to 
the other elevator managers. This saves 
both telegraph tolls and time, as wiring every 
separate elevator would clog the wires with 
business.

Lord de Blaquiere, who is now in Canada. 
visiting not only the kinefolk of his wife, a 
daughter of George Degbarats of Montreal, 
but also that branch of his own family which 
has been established in the dominion for 
near a hundred years, may be said toowehis 
peerage to the conviviality of his great- 
grandfather. The latter, after being re- 
Ueved of the secretaryship for Ireland, re- 
mained on at Dublin; first as a speculator 
in political corruption, and then as one of 
the agents employed by Lord Castlereagh 
and his colleagues to bring about the act of 
union between England and Ireland. 

John de Blaquiere, as he was then, at a 
dinner party given by Lord Castlereagh, or- 
ganized with the sanction of that nobleman a 
scheme whereby thirty or forty members of 
the Irish house of commons should, until the. 
act passed, always dine together in one o: 
the committee rooms 80 as to be ever on hand 
for any emergency that might arise. This 
combination developed into a fighting con- 


} federacy, each member of which was pledged 


to pick a quarrel or fight a duel with some 
anti-unionist. 

After the act of union had been passed, 
largely through the instrumentality of John 
de Bilaquiere, he was, by way of reward. 
nominated by Lord Cornwallis and Lord Cas- 
tlereagh for an Irish peerage, Lord Corn- 
wallis written recommendation to the king 
— 2 — do “For having kept the 
riends o e union together b 
conviviality.’’ —

Lord de Blaquiere would according to Lord 
Castlereagh, have been entitled to an Eng- 
lish peerage as well, but preferred “ more 
substantial rewards."’ These, according to 
the editor of “ The Life and Correspondence 
of Lord Cornwallis,” consisted in a pension 
of $10,000 per annum and the hereditary 
sinecure office of great alnager of Ireland, 
which in those days carried with ita salary 
of $18,000, but is now purely honorary. 

For those who may not know the meaning 
of this title I may mention that the great al- 
nager was the official at the head of the de- 
partment intrusted with the task of the gov- 
ernment inspection and measurement of tex- 
tile manufactures, for the purpose of de- 
termining the quality and of estimating the 
duty thereon. For until about seventy or 
eighty years ago the English government im- 
posed heavy duties upon Irish manufacturers 
in order to handicap them in their competi- 
tion with English industries. The word 
“alnager"” comes from the French word 
“ aulne,.” which stands for the English meas- 
ure, ell.“ The process of Measurement

The arrangements for the trip by yacht up 
the Nile were next made clear, and motion 
pictures showed the sights on the banks, as 
everything from the fast excursion boat to 
a train of camels and donkeys overtook and 
passed that pleasure craft, which rejoiced 
in an average speed of two and one-half miles 
an hour. Difficulties getting off a sandbar 
were amusingly presented by the bioscope, 
the means by which water is taken from the 
river to the farm lande behind the banks 
were similarly made vivid, and the natives’ 
constant cry for “ bakshish” was almost 
audible in the motion picture of crowding, 
shoving beggars. ; 

— 

The second half of the lecture began at 
Luxor and included glimpses of more tem- 
ples and buildings. Among the great places 
visited were Karnak, Thebes, the Tombs of 
the Kings, Edfu, Assuan, beautiful Philae, 


and the Rock Temple of Raineses. Three in- 


teresting and impressive pictures of the 
mummies of Rameses and Set! were included 
among the still pictures, the sunlight touch- 
ing the profile of Rameses in the Rock 
Temple was another especially beautiful 
illustration—equal in effectiveness to the 
splendid one of the face of the Sphinx shown 
earlier in the evening—and among the mo- 
tion pictures which were particularly good 
were the one of the waters of the Nile rush- 
ing through the great dam at Assuan and 
the panorama of Philae, although the use of 
the blue color on the lattér detracted from 
its veauty? A “crazy” picture of tne 
“Nemo” passing through the canal locks 
was amusing, and the telepboto pictures of 
the statues at the Rock Temple. were of 
value. 

The same travelogue will be repeated to- 
morrow night and Saturday afternoon.

There is.a lot of agitation concerning “ un- 
necessary whistling on railroad lines, and 
the railroad commissioners have exercised 
the power which they have to abrogate the 
law requiring whistling at crossings in many 
places where complaint has been made and 
where there is a crossing tender.
